BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Two ma sked gunmen 
who crisscro ssed 15 ,000 miles o f 
La tin America in a reco rd a ir­ 
line hija cking fina lly ma na ged 
to esca pe to da y , but they go t 
o nly $5 0,000 fo r their tro uble. 
Their esca pe beca me kno wn 
a fter the ex ha usted pilo t, Ca pt. 
Hugo Mo lina , la nded the a ir­ 
liner in Bueno s Aires. 
Mo lina sa id the hija ckers ha d 
ma de o ff with the mo ney in Re­ 
sistencia , a n Argentine dty 5 00 
miles no rth o f here. They es­ 
ca ped into the spa rsely settled 
Cha co regio n in a pickup truck, 
he to ld newsmen. 
“ The hija ckers o rdered me to 
fly to Resistencia a nd threa t­ 
ened to kill the stewa rdesses if 
I refused,” Mo lina sa id. “ In 
Resistencia they fled in a pick­ 
up truck pro v ided by the lo ca l 
po lice. I do n’t kno w where they 
went.” 
The nex t sto p a fter Resist­ 
encia wa s Asuncio n, Pa ra gua y , 
15 minutes’ fly ing time a wa y , 


then to Bueno s Aires, a Z l/ z - 
ho ur ho p. 
Mo lina ta x ied his a irliner to 
a n a ir fo rce termina l a t the 
Bueno s Aires Airpo rt a nd cut 
his mo to rs. The do o r o pened, 
a nd six crew members, in­ 
cluding three stewa rdesses, left 
the cra ft. Two unifo rmed a ir­ 
line emplo y es a nd a civ ilia n 
then entered the pla ne, a nd 
quickly depa rted. Po lice sur­ 
ro unded the cra ft briefly , then 
they to o left. 
The gunmen hija cked the Co ­ 
lo mbia n a irliner o n a do mestic 
flight Wednesda y a nd in the 
nex t two da y s fo rced two sets 
o f pilo ts to fly to Pa na ma a nd 
Aruba , then o n to Ecua do r, 
Peru, Argentina , Pa ra gua y a nd 
ba ck to Argentina . 
Mo lina , a Co lo mbia n, v o lun­ 
teered to bo a rd the. pla ne in 
Aruba to reliev e Ca pt. J o rge 
Lucena , the o rigina l pilo t.

Mo re tha n 2 0 were repo rted in­ 
jured a mo ng 68 kno wn surv i­ 
v o rs. Fo ur crewmen were listed 
a s missing. 
The suspensio n bridge a t the 


ha rbo r’s entra nce wa s clo sed 
tempo ra rily when the burning 
ships drifted undernea th, with 
fla mes lea ping hundreds o f feet 
into the sky o v er the stra it be­ 
tween Bro o kly n a nd Sta ten 
Isla nd. 
The dea d ca pta in wa s identi­ 
fied a s Willia m Pa tterso n o f 
Clifto n, N.J . Po lice sa id he suf­ 
fered a n a ppa rent hea rt a tta ck 
a fter the co llisio n. 
Firebo a ts a nd po lice la unches 
cut thro ugh a fla ming o il slick 
to rescue crewmen fro m the 
co nta iner ship, the Sea Witch,

Whole Watergate truth 
not yet told, says Percy 


GALESBURG, 111. (AP) - 
Sen. Cha rles H. Percy , R-Ill., 
Sa turda y ca lled the Wa terga te 
ca se “ the da rkest sca nda l in 
America n po litica l histo ry ” a nd 
sa id the who le truth ha s no t 
been to ld. 
“ The President ca n secure 
the na tio n’s trust if o nly he no w 
will trust the na tio n with the 
who le truth,” Percy sa id. 
His rema rks were prepa red 
fo r a co mmencement a ddress 
a t Kno x Co llege in Ga lesburg. 
“ Wa terga te represents a per­ 
v a siv e, unprecedented pa ttern 
o f misco nduct, impro priety a nd 
deceit thro ugho ut the highest 
rea ches o f go v ernment,” he 
sa id. 
The President’s Wa terga te 


sta tement la st week wa s a step 
to wa rd rev ea ling the 
truth 
a bo ut “ a crisis o f unpa ra lleled 
pro po rtio ns,” Percy sa id. 
But he a dded, “ It is no t 
eno ugh fo r the President sim­ 
ply to a ccept ‘respo nsibility ’ in 
the bro a dest, mo st imprecise 
sense o f tha t wo rd. It is no t 
eno ugh to la ment the fa ct tha t 
crimes were co mmitted in the 
na me o f a no ble go a l—pro tect­ 
ing na tio na l security .” 
Percy , who ha s gua rdedly de­ 
cla red his interest in running 
fo r president in 19 76, sa id Nix ­ 
o n wa s either “ co mpletely una ­ 
wa re o f a ctiv ities being ca rried 
o ut in his na me a nd o stensibly 
directed by -so me o f his clo sest 
subo rdina tes, o r else he knew 


a bo ut them a nd a t lea st did no t 
ex press his disa ppro v a l. ...” 
He sa id if there is a lo gica l 
a lterna tiv e 
to 
these 
two 
cho ices, “ it is the President’s 
respo nsibility to ma ke it kno wn 
to us.” 
Wha t a lrea dy ha s been re­ 
v ea led in the Wa terga te ca se is 
“ o nly the tip o f the iceberg,” 
Percy sa id. 
Unless the President ta kes 
the lea d a nd o ffers a deta iled 
ex pla na tio n o f his inv o lv ement 
in Wa terga te, Percy sa id, the 
federa l go v ernment ma y be 
pa ra ly zed. 
He a dded tha t “ the President 
clea rly ha s the co mpetence, the 
ex perience a nd the v isio n to a c­ 
co mplish much tha t is go o d....”

Four top Greek officers 
resign in government switch

Greek o fficers resigned to da y 
in the wa ke o f the a bo litio n o f 
the mo na rchy . 
Abo ut 10,000 Athenia n wo rk­ 
ers held a ra lly mea nwhile in 
suppo rt o f Premier Geo rge Pa - 
pa do po ulo s a s self-pro cla imed 
president o f the new republic. 
Their demo nstra tio n wa s o rga n­ 
ized by the Greek Genera l La ­ 
bo r Co nfedera tio n. 
Tho se who resigned were Lt. 
Gen. Nicho la s Da mba sis o f the 
a rmy , Rea r Admira ls Theo ­ 
do res Ma no po ulo s a nd Aristido u 
Ya nno po ulo s a nd Vice Air Ma r­ 
sha l Ema nuel Ema nuel. The 
timing o f their depa rtures gen­ 
era ted specula tio n tha t they 
were unha ppy with a bo litio n o f 
the mo na rchy a nd left o n their 
o wn a cco rd ra ther tha n cla sh 
with the regime. 


A go v ernment a nno uncement 
sa id they were retired a t their 
o wn request. Their resigna tio ns 
ma rked the la test in a series o f 
recent ev ents tha t ha v e sha t­ 
tered the go v ernment’s ima ge 
a s a regime enjo y ing so lid sup­ 
po rt fro m the milita ry . Do zens 
o f retired a nd a ctiv e na v y o ffi­ 
cers were implica ted in a n a t­ 
tempted co up two weeks a go . 
Pa pa do po ulo s, who to o k o v er 
in a co up in April 19 67, de­ 
cla red Greece a republic o n 
Frida y . The decree dethro ned 
King 
Co nsta ntine, 
who ha s 
liv ed in ex ile in Ro me since his 
a bo rtiv e co unterco up a ga inst 
the Athens regime in December 
19 67. 
The sta te-co ntro lled ra dio a nd 
telev isio n cla imed tho usa nds o f 
ca bles were receiv ed in suppo rt 
o f the mo v e. 
The ma y o r o f Athens o rdered 
the ma in a v enues a nd squa res 


lit up fo r the o cca sio n during 
the night. Go v ernment o fficia ls 
were busy remo v ing the re­ 
ma ining v estiges o f the mo n­ 
a rchy fro m public v iew a nd 
repla cing them with the junta ’s 
sy mbo l — a Pho enix rising 
fro m the a shes with a ba y o net- 
bea ring so ldier in its midst. 


Pa da do po ulo s, the fo rmer in­ 
telligence o fficer who spea r­ 
hea ded the milita ry ta keo v er 
six y ea rs a go , pro cla imed the 
republic o v er na tio nwide ra dio . 
At the sa me time he la unched a 
stinging a tta ck a ga inst King 
Co nsta ntine, cha rging the ex ­ 
iled mo na rch with “ mo nstro us 
a cts” a ga inst the go v ernment.

Staff is a complex of activities which carries out the 
diagnostic, therapeutic, and rehabilitative plan as 
prescribed by the physician; care for the residents 
environment; observing symptoms and reactions 
and taking necessary measures to carry out nursing 
procedures involving understanding of cause and 
effect in order to safe-guard life and health. Since the 
professional nursing cannot possibly give all the care 
all the residents need in one day, it is obvious she 
must have capable assistants. Our Staff of Assistants 
numbers around 45. That gives us a total Nursing 
Staff who are responsible for only the care of our 
residents of around 63. 
I am proud of our nursing staff. They are all 
trained in nursing in Long-Term Care Facilities and 
we all are “Devoted to Caring”.

Go back to th at doc­ 
tor wh o told y ou h ow lucky y ou 
are and tell h im y ou know y ou 
are lucky but y ou want to do 
someth ing about y our uncon­ 
trollable temper and periodic 
depressions before y our luck 
runs out. Ask h im wh ere y ou 
can get a mental-h ealth evalua­ 
tion.

MILWAUKEE (AP) — Chris 
Short, all bu t washed u p and 
read y to retire less than fiv e 
months ago, took on baseball’s 
hottest pitcher Frid ay night 
and won. 
Making 
his 
300th

leagu e start bu t first since Au g. 
30, 1971, Short held the pow­ 
erfu l Chicago White Sox to one 
ru n and six hits in six innings. 
His Milwau kee Brewers team­ 
mates, meanwhile, pou nd ed 
pot-bellied Wilbu r Wood like the 
30ish 
neighborhood 
sand lot 
pitcher he resembles and won 
5-3. 
The knu ckleballing Wood was 
in qu est of his 14 th v ictory , a 
pace nearly a month ahead of 
that set by Denny McLain in 
his 31-v ictory season of 1968. 
Bu t the Brewers assau lted him 
with 11 hits, inclu d ing a home 
ru n and ru n scoring d ou ble by 
George Scott, before he left in 
the six th en rou te to his fou rth 
d efeat. 
Skip Lockwood reliev ed Short 
in the sev enth and Frank Linzy 
earned a sav e with a hitless 
ninth as the Brewers climbed 
from the American Leagu e 
East cellar before 22,321. 
The Brewers now hav e d rawn 
259,903 in 24 d ates, 51,335 ahead 
of last y ear’s pace and 17,206 
ahead of record 1970. 
Wood , who had won fiv e d eci­ 
sions in a row and 12 of his last

Short, whose last v ictory as a 
starter had come Au g. 3, 1971, 
had won more games than any 
lefthand er in Philad elphia his­ 
tory . Bu t he became a fringe 
play er after hu rting his back in 
1969 and the Phillies released 
him last fall. The Brewers 
signed him as a free agent. 
‘‘I’v e had no problems with 
my back since Janu ary , bu t I 
had a lot of problems then,” 
Short said . 
“I was three d ay s away from 
qu itting baseball,” he said . “I 
was d oing ru nning d own in 
Florid a and 1 started getting 
spasms, so I ju st qu it. I d id n’t 
d o any thing from Jan. 10 u ntil 
spring training. If I had had 
problems then, I wou ld hav e 
qu it.” 
‘‘I believ e I can start, bu t I’ll 
d o whatev er Del (Manager Del 
Crand all) wants me to,” he 
said . “He gav e me a hell of a 
chance in spring training. I’m 
gratefu l for it.” 
Short started becau se Jerry 
Bell was sid elined with a sore 
elbow, and Crand all said he 
wasn’t su re whether the v eter­ 
an wou ld start again.

Use“Horse Sense” 
Christ was a great ex ponent 
of “Horse Sense.” 
When the 5 th colu mnists tried 
to get him into trou ble with the 
Sanhedrin, they charged that 
he ate with the pu blicans 
withou t first washing his hands. 
Remember his tart reply to 
this picay u ne criticism? 
“It isn’t what goes in a man’s 
mou th that pollu tes him,” 
Jesu s answered, “bu t what 
comes ou t of his mou th.” 
At another time, his critics 
scolded him for letting Apostles 
“work on the Sabbath.” 
For the ritu alists in Christ’s 
time had choked ou t the basic 
pu rpose of the Sabbath by their 
petty ecclesiastical regu la­ 
tions. 
Thu s, if y ou r donkey fell into 
a pit and y ou cou ld reach him 
with a short length rope, y ou 
were permitted to get him ou t 
on the Sabbath withou t its being 
a sin. 
Bu t if it requ ired an ex tra foot 
of rope, then y ou were v iolating 
one 
of 
the 
Ten 
Com­ 
mandments! 
While walking throu gh the 
harv est fields, Christ’s Apostles 
had broken off some of the ripe 
heads of wheat and threshed 
ou t the chaff in their palms, 
after which they ate the ker­ 
nels. 
“They were working,” cried 
Christ’s opponents, “so y ou let 
diem v iolate the Sabbath.” 
Jesu s then u ttered an ec­ 
clesiastical knockou t! 
He 
smashed the basic pillar u nder­ 
ly ing 
their 
ex cessiv ely 
ritu alized religion by say ing: 
“The Sabbath was made for 
man; not man, for the Sab­ 
bath!” 
This was heresy ! 
Bu t Christ meant they shou ld 
not be su ch abject slav es to the 
calendar that they forgot the 
basic pu rpose of the Sabbath. 
For the Sabbath was intended 
as a day of rest and meditation, 
when man cou ld recharge his 
spiritu al batteries.

This is aptly ex pressed in the 
old adage abou t not being able 
to see the forest becau se of the 
trees! 
Baptism is merely a pu blic 
sy mbol of a change in ou r at­ 
titu de. 
Obv iou sly , being immersed 
can’t wash away sins, not ev en 
if all the mdoern detergents 
were pou red into the water! 
So the act of batpism is 
pu rely an ex ternal sign to 
signify an internal change of 
heart! 
And sy mbols remain the 
same, regardless of size or 
amou nt. 
Thu s the Arabic nu meral “1” 
is the same, whether in small 
ty pe or an inch high or a mile 
high on a mou ntain. 
So it is with baptism. 
Whether y ou are immersed 
or sprinkled, or hav e water 
pou red on y ou , as John the 
Baptist probably performed 
baptism, is immaterial. 
It’s the inner renov ation of 
spirit that cou nts. So u se 
“Horse Sense.”
